Didsbury town council has taken the unusual step of 
voting electronically to ensure a timeline agreement on 
a $1.6 million loan was met to acquire ownership of the 
Truss Plant industrial shop that will now be the new 
home for the fire department and public works and 
parks staff. 

Mayor Brian Wittal said second and third readings 
on a bylaw to authorize council to borrow the money 
was passed unanimously. He agreed the move was rare 
but not unprecedented. He said the town was facing an 
urgent timeline issue on a tentative agreement, which 
stated that ownership of the property at 2602 - 19 St. 
would legally change hands on Sept. 1. 

“It was to make sure we had met the timeline. We had 
previous discussions on it and we thought it was 
appropriate to have an electronic vote,” said Wittal, 
adding there was no public response to the purchase. 
“It (vote) was more of a formality because we already 
had the debate." 

In July, council sold its current public works building 
for $600,000 to the former owner of the Truss Plant, 
which included the Parks and Recreation shop as well 
as bus storage. In turn, the town acquired the Truss 
Plant. 

The town has already moved its public works and 
parks staff into its new 16,360 sq.-ft. quarters at the 
north end of town. Last week, an architect met with 
town officials to discuss when it would be possible to 
move the fire department into the building. 

The town’s acquisition follows its move earlier this 
year to purchase 45 acres of land for more than $1 mil¬ 
lion from the now defunct Canadian Minerals Inc. 

The land, now known as Shantz Crossing Business 
Park and located on the northeast corner of Hwy. 582 
and 23 Street (Rge. Rd. 2.0), is slated for commercial 
and industrial development. 

With that purchase the town also had to take a loan 
of more than $750,000 for w ater and sewer services. 

As well, the town received notice this summer the 
province has finally approved a $6.2 million grant to 
Didsbury for the expansion and revitalization of the 
sewer lagoon. The grant still leaves a $6.8 million 
shortfall for the project, which will have a total cost of 
more than $13 million. It is expected the money will be 
found through annual provincial municipal funding, 
said Wittal. 

He said the town has already spent about $350,000 in 
engineering costs for the project. 

With these major expenditures either made, 
approved, or committed Wittal conceded taking on 
such a large debt was a concern, and anticipates town 
residents will see an increase in residential taxes at 
least for next year. However, he added any increase 
would be held to the cost of living.

It all began with a set of 
three motos (qualifiers) in 
which racers vie for places 
in the final run.

“Me and Braden Wood 
(an Ontarian competitor) 
were basically going into 
the corner at the same 
time, and lie cut over and 
took my front tire out." 

This caused 

Vandenhoven to wipe out 
completely. 

“Two of the people 
behind me ran me over. It 
was kind of a big dog pile.” 

Adrenalin forced him 
back on his feet, said 
Vandenhoven. 

“I just got straight back 
up, 1 didn't even really 
think about it,” he said. 
“Afterwards it was hurting 
pretty bad." 

Although he used to 
avoid wearing protective 
gear, he said he tired quick¬ 
ly of the endless wounds 
and Band-Aids resulting 
from road rash. 

“When I crashed, it 
shredded my handlebar 
grips when they hit the 
pavement. It shredded my 
gloves too, and my 
kneepads. I had to get new 
ones.” 

The rider who collided 
with him didn’t get a penal¬ 
ty, because riders are 
expected to keep alert and 
in the moment, he said. 

Even despite his misfor¬ 
tune, Vandenhoven still 
beat the two riders who ran 
him over. 

“Tanner seems to find an

Deprived of a track to 
practise on, Vandenhoven 
usually hasn’t trained in the 
wintertime. However, he 
hit the gym hard last win¬ 
ter, working on increasing 
his pedal speed on spin 
bikes and lifting weights - 
a practice he credits his 
win with. 

So when Vandenhoven 
arrived at qualifiers in 
Quebec City, he was physi¬ 
cally prepared to take the 
prize he’d worked all win¬ 
ter for.

“The problem is that if 
we don't do these things 
now what will it cost us 
later?" said Wittal.
